Jap Headquarter* Town Is 
Seized By Yanks Tight­ 
ening Trap 


(By Associated Press) 
GEN. 
MacARTHUR’S 
HEAD­ 
QUARTERS. Philippines. Dec. 20. 
—Converging Yanks after seizing 
the Japanese headquarters town of 
Valencia, together with an airfield 
intact, drove north and south today 
in an effort to tighten a noose ot 
flesh and steel about the largest 
organized enemy force still fighting 
on west Leyte Island. 
Seizure of Valensia, about eight 
miles north of the strategic Ameri­ 
can-held port of Ormoc, was dis­ 
closed by Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
today. As the 77th division smashed 
into the city, the First (dismounted) 
cavalry in a flanking drive from the 
direction of Carigara bay captured 
Lonoy, six miles north of Valencia. 
They cut behind a strong Jap­ 
anese force already pinned down 
by the U. S 32nd. and thus the 
enemy troops, of unestimated num­ 
ber. were entrapped between the 
two American divisions 
The 77th already has placed the 
Valencia airfield in use. and it if 
providing another base for Ameri­ 
can planes which have been con­ 
tinually harassing Japanese ship­ 
ping and supply columns. 
After capturing Valencia the 77th 
pressed forward,

T hat does not signify that the high resolutions 
of the Atlantic Charter and the security framework 
agreed on at Dumbarton Oaks are empty words.

it dignifies is that in international dreams of a mll- 
lenium of security, the dream does not supplant the 
fact. 
That was the mistake some men made after 
IBIS— the mistake Americans said must not be re­ 
ported when they were confronted with another war 
The hope of peace is projected beyond exigent ar­ 
rangements for handling immediate problems, into 
the years beyond when belligerency has stopped and 
a new war becomes a poeslblUty. Hope will be trans­ 
formed into reality to the extent th at those who 
share it are able to understand one another and dis­ 
cover a mutuality of interest. 
In this vision of an international society founded 
on common purposes, there must be allowances for 
divergent points of view. If it can be brought about 
—and the dream is the most ^ambitious one man ever
